Washington, Feb. 3.— The senate 


today, without debate or objection, 
passed- the Elkins bill to amend the 
inter-state commerce law, a measure 
which provides heavy financial pen- 
alties for .violations by rebates and 
other well 'known means of discrim- 
ination. 


At the conclusion of the morning 


business some minor- bills were 
passed, among them one amending 
sections 5191 and 8198 of'. the re- 
vised statutes, 
the effect of 
the 


amendment being to allow national 
banks' to keep their reserves in cities 
of 30,000 population instead of 60,- 
000 population, as at present. 
. Mr. Clapp then called, up the bill 
to-, further 'regulate, commerce with 
foreign nations /and

states, known as the Elkins bill. 


Before its- reading was concluded 


the army appropriation bill was laid 
before the senate in accordance with 
the u lerstanding yesterday.

Mr..Bowen goes so far as to declare 


that the three allied powers have 
transgressed the rules governing civ- 
ilized nations by their sacriftce of 
human lives in order to maintain a 
blockade merely to secure preferen- 
tial treatment from a debtor nation. 


Although Mr. 
Bowen is acting 


merely as the agent of Venezuela, 
it is believed his decision was given 
the full sanction of.the United States 
government, inasmuch as he was in 
conference with Secretary Hay before 
placing his forcible note in the hands 
of the British ambassador. ' 
REFUSES PEOPOSAL OF ALLIES. 


Upon receiving Mr: Bowen's note 


shortly before 0 o'clock last night 
the British ambassador cabled It at 
once to London and copies of it were 
transmitted to the Italian find Ger- 
man embassies for transmission to 
Rome and Berlin. It. is in. reply to 
the proposition submitted at a Joint 
conference of'the negotiators yester- 
day afternoon by the British ambas- 
sador that the allied powers be al- 
lowed two-third*' of 00 per cent, of 
the custom receipts of :iie ports of 
La Guayra and Puerto Cabello and 
the TJnntted;States and'other claim- 
ant nations,. Franc*, * Belgium, Hol-
